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Council Proposes Righthand Turns 
To Ensure Safe Exits From Plaza

City Council at its meeting last Monday decided to ask the 
State Roads Commission for permission to install ‘‘Right Turn 
Only’* signs along Greenbelt Road at all exits from the Beltway 
Plaza. “No U Turn’’ signs along the same stretch of road will also 
be requested. 


The motion was passed (3-2) in 
hopes that the accident rate, re¬ 
sulting from cross traffic at the 
exits, would be cut down. To make 
a left turn, vehicles would have to 
turn right toward Branchville or 
head straight through the inter¬ 
sections into Berwyn Heights, 
Where left turns could be made by 
circling a block and then coming 
back on to Greenbelt Road in the 
direction of Kenilworth Avenue. 

Councilman Dave Champion 
stated that it would be ridiculous 
to force cars to go into Berwyn 
Heights or go up to Rhode Island 
Avenue in order to turn aroimd. 

Monday night’s meeting turned 
out to be one of the shortest meet¬ 
ings on record, lasting less than 
two hours. Api)ointments to the 
various Advisory Boards will be 
made at a special meeting next 
Monday. Also held over until a 
report from the Youth Center Ad- 
visoiy Board is received, were two 
agenda items concerning Youth 
Center vandalism and Youth Center 
policy. 

Swimming Pool Rates 

The resolution to change the 
swimming pool rates was passed 
with one change. Swimming lesson 
rates for children of Greenbelt resi¬ 
dents will be $2.50 (not $3.00) and 
the family-children rate per session 
was changed from $5.00 to $4.00. 

Coimcil approved an appropria¬ 
tion for the annual mosquito con¬ 
trol program. This has proved to 
be an effective service. Citizens 
will be informed, via the News 
Review, of the days that the 
sprayer will be in operation. The 
control program will also extend 
to the streams and waterways. The 
chemicals to be used are of low 
toxicity and harmful only to the 
female mosquito. 

CJouncilman Bernstein reported 
on a meeting with a group of elder¬ 
ly citizens for “not elderly housing, 
but specially financed housing for 
people no younger than 60.” A non¬ 
profit corporation for persons over 
60 is planned, and a construction 
site near St. Hugh’s and the 
PEPCO substation is proposed. 
The possibility of creating housing 
within RPC ((Rural Planned Com¬ 
munity) regulations is being ex¬ 
plored. The matter will be placed 
before the Advisory Planning 
Board for discussion and recom¬ 
mendations. 

Other Items 

The State Roads Commission is 
in the process of installing the 
much-needed left-turn signals on 
Kenilworth Avenue at Greenbelt 
Road. 

Council approved City Manager 
James Giese’s recommendations 
concerning bids received on the 
purchase of office furniture and 
chairs. Included will be the pur¬ 
chase of 72 Samsonite chairs for 
the council room, to be used by 
those who sit, watch, listen, and 
comment at future council meet¬ 
ings.

New County Zoning Law 
Enacted By Assembly 

Prince (Georges County has a new 
zoning law that contains many 
features desired by Greenbelters. 
However, it does not go as far as 
the original proposals made by the 
CJounty Civic Federation, Home 
Rule Charter Committee, and othei 
civic organizations. Enacted last 
week in the last minutes of the 
Maryland General Assembly, the 
bill was amended over 40 times 
before passage. 

Among the changes that pre- 
o'ailed in the omnibus rezoning bill 
were: 

(1) Commissioners’ votes on all 
rezonings must be formally re¬ 
corded; 

(2) Rezoning applicants and all 
witnesses are subject to reasonable 
cross-examination at hearings; 

(3) Applicants must wait at least 
18 months before resubmitting re¬ 
rezoning requests on rejected cases. 
After a second rejection, the ap¬ 
plicant would have to wait 2t 
months. 

(4) The Park and Planning Com¬ 
mission must hold public hearings 
on both initial plans and subsequent 
changes made before final adoption 
of its general plans. The agency 
now holds only one hearing. 

(5) Technical staff reports, offi¬ 
cial correspondence and records on 
rezoning requests must be a matter 
of public record. 

(6) Any municipality in the coun¬ 
ty is entitled to a circuit court re¬ 
view of a rezoning decision. 

Eliminated from the bill were pro¬ 
visions (1) Requiring that rezoned 
land not under development within 
five years after rezoning would au¬ 
tomatically revert back to previous 
land-use classifications; and (2) al¬ 
lowing persons within a three-mile 
radius of rezoned property to file 
suits contesting the change. 

Local AFL-CIO Man 
Speaks For Libraries 

America’s union members have 
been urged by AFL-CIO President 
George Meany to help improve the 
quality of the libraries in their 
communities and to join in esta¬ 
blishing libraries where they do not 
now exist. 

Meany’s appeal was made in a 
letter to more than 700 AFL-CIO 
central labor bodies throughout the 
United States urging their partici¬ 
pation in National Library Week, 
April 25 - May 1. 

One of the AFL-CIO representa¬ 
tives on the American Library As¬ 
sociation — AFL-CIO Joint Com¬ 
mittee on Library Service is Albert 
K. Herling, of Greenbelt Herling 
also is president of the Friends of 
Libraries in Prince Georges CJoimty, 
and has been active In the contin¬ 
uing Greenbelt effort to get ade¬ 
quate library facilities here. 

“Every Greenbelt resident should 
support and participate In the effort 
to get a more adequate library fa¬ 
cility here and join the local li¬ 
brary association,” said Herling 
in his capacity as AFL-CIO repre¬ 
sentative to ALA. “This as especial¬ 
ly true for union members who live 
here. Having a more adequate 
library here means greater possi¬ 
bility of enriching the lives of 
young and old alike—of greater op¬ 
portunity for preparing for, under¬ 
standing, and enjoying our chang¬ 
ing world.”

County Population 
Is Now Half-Million 

It’s officially estimated now — 
Prince Georges CJounty, as of April 
1 has a population in excess of half 
a million persons. The chairman 
of the Maryland-National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission, in 
seeking County Commissioner ap¬ 
proval of his agency’s budget last 
week, told the Board that the Plan¬ 
ning Board now estimated the 
County’s population at 501,390. 

This compares with last summer’s 
estimate of 475,000 residents, and 
with a present growth estimated 
by the planners in excess of 3,000 
persons net increase per month, 
shows a rate of growth of between 
700 and 800 new residents each 
week. 

The last official U. S. census, in 
1960, listed 357,000 Prince Georges 
County cittizens. No figures are 
developed by the Federal govern¬ 
ment on the County level between 
the 10-year census tallies. Illustrat¬ 
ing the continuing acceleration of 
population growth in the County, 
the records show only 30,000 per¬ 
sons living In Prince Georges at 
the turn of the century. This figure 
almost tripled by 1940 and doubled 
again to 194,000 in 1950. 

Current estimates are that the 
County i;K>pulation will top the one- 
million marie by the year 1990.

Machen Pessimistic 
About Jaeger Tract 

In response to a letter from 
MoJ/or Edgar L. Smith, fhe fol¬ 
lowing reply was received from 
Maryland Congressman Hervey 
G, Machen (D, 5th District). 

“Thanks for your letter of March 
18 describing the plight involving 
the Jaeger tract and the Greenbelt 
Regional Park. I am well aware of 
the controversy surroimding the re- 
zoning on this property and the 
city’s role in opposing it so that 
the Regional Park could be held 
intact. 

“Since the Maryland CJourt of 
Appeals ruled against the city and 
William Avrutis, it would appear 
that the developers will go ahead 
and build, unless fast action is 
taken by Interior Secretary Udall. 
A bill, identical to previous ones, 
has been introduced in Congress 
to authorize the Secretary to pur¬ 
chase the 76 acres. Earlier hills like 
this met with no success, and it 
would appear that the possibility of 
getting scenic easement, as in 
Merrywood, is very slim, mainly 
because of lack of appropriations. 

“I recently met with Secretary 
Udall on many matters concerning 
the Fifth District. We discussed 
the problem at Greenbelt Regional 
Park, and I am confident that the 
Secretary is deeply interested in it. 
However, to be candid, it appears 
that the Interior Department will 
be unable to get the necessary 
money to acquire the Jaeger tract 
next to the Park. It is regrettable 
that the efforts applied to this 
campaign by the city and other 
interested citizens have been fruit¬ 
less. 

‘Therefore, I will attempt to offer 
whatever aid I can, but caution you 
at the same time that all courses 
appear to be set.

'Save Greenbelt' 


It v/^as indeed a pleasure to see 
so many old friends at the “Save 
Greenbelt^ meeting held in the 
Municipal Building on March 29th, 
but it was most disconcerting to 
find myself so far out of tune with 
the tone of that meeting. From the 
very beginning of the meeting a 
belligerent attitude prevailed to¬ 
ward the Maryland National Capi¬ 
tal Park and Planning Commission 
and their revised Area Plan 13 
North, and this is where I believe 
we have “missed the boat.” 

The citizens of Greenbelt, our 
elected officials, and GHI officials 
should not lose sight of the fact 
that we are all, directly or indirect- 
ly, paying taxes for the MNOPPC 
and it is the proper legally consti¬ 
tuted authority to study and pre¬ 
pare Master Plans for the entire 
area, for the best land use of all 
of Prince (Jeorges County, and not 
for the citizens or property owners 
of any one community. 

I can think of no greater affront 
to the MNCPPC than for our “Save 
Greenbelt” committee to vehement¬ 
ly attempt to persuade this legally 
constituted authority by badgering 
them into accepting any changes 
from their revised officially ap¬ 
proved plan. Certainly, this is not 
a reasonable approach to expect 
any favorable consideration. 

In the years past, Greenbelt has 
enjoyed very favorable relations 
with MNCPPC chiefly by our wil¬ 
lingness to recognize the status of 
this municipal body to discuss, co¬ 
operate and negotiate with their 
staff and officials. As an e.xample of 
good relations, I point out that all 
land within the corporate boun¬ 
daries of Greenbelt now enjoys a 
10c reduction in the County Metro¬ 
politan Park and Planning tax that 
no other municipality in the imme¬ 
diate area is presently enjoying. 
Greenbelt was able to convince the 
officials of MNCPPC that Green¬ 
belt itself has more park land with¬ 
in its boundaries, maintained by its 
own tax dollars, than all of the 
other 28 municipalities in Prince 
Georges County combined have 
within their limits. 

The Steering Committee of the 
“Save Greenbelt” program might 
do well to take a hint from the 
popular song “A Spoonful of Sugar 
MaKes the Medicine Go Down” be¬ 
fore they try unsheathing their 
swords and sharpening their weap¬ 
ons to better fight Plan 13 North. 

While I am in the mood of giving 
free' advice, I might suggest that 
there is something constructive 
that this committee-can do to “Pre¬ 
serve Greenbelt” and that is in the . 
area where a local citizens commit¬ 
tee can be most productive because 
they own and control the land. 
First, try to persuade GHI officials 
to preserve as green areas for park 
land and open spaces the small , 
parcels of land which they are now , 
. considering building on; ' 

Second, persuade City Council to 
set up funds for improving and ex¬ 
tending the inner-walk system, 
which is certainly one of the out¬ 
standing characteristics of our 
'‘planned community.” 

Third institute a much-needed 
program for the construction of 
new off-street parking facilities 
throughout the community.

The shortness of breath that 
signals RD is just like rapid breath¬ 
ing that comes from normal causes 
like running up a flight of stairs. 
But it’s sneaky; it develops grad¬ 
ually. So — all too often — people 
don’t know that anything is wrong 
until they’re gasping for breath. 

If unexplained shortness of 
breath occurs — whether slight or 
severe — take a tip from your 
Christmas Seal Association and see 
your doctor.
